CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: August 26, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 3.127(d) Perimeter fence. On or after May 17, 2000, all outdoor 
housing facilities (i.e., facilities not entirely indoors) must be enclosed by a 
perimeter fence that is of sufficient height to keep animals and unauthorized 
persons out. . .The fence must be constructed so that it protects the animals in the 
facility by restricting animals and unauthorized persons from going through it or 
under it and having contact with the animals in the facility, and so that it can 
function as a secondary containment system for the animals in the facility. 

You failed to secure the perimeter fence so that an unauthorized person 
could not go through it and have contact with the animals in the facility. 
The elephant “Rajah” severely injured an unauthorized person by 
grabbing the person with his trunk through the openings of his 
enclosure and pulling the person against the enclosure bars. The 
unauthorized person accessed the facility through the unsecured 
perimeter fence. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $857. 
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
